DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter 
recited in claim 9 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." 
If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show 
the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the 
filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet 57 or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
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action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
5,934,335 to Hardy in view of U.S. 3,165,123 to Hawkins. 

The patent to Hardy discloses a flexible tubular pipe for transporting fluids, 
comprising from the inside out at least a carcass (1) a polymer internal sealing sheath 
to provide sealing for the transported fluid and one or more armor layers (3 and 4), 
wherein the carcass is situated inside the internal sealing sheath, and comprising an 
interlocked spiral winding of a profiled element. The winding comprising turns of the 
carcass, as shown in figs. 3-5. Hardy does not disclose the use of an anti-turbulence 
sheath. The patent to Hawkins discloses a conduit (10) and within the conduit lies a 
perforated liner (16). Hawkins discloses that the perforations of the sleeve provides 
communication between the interior of the sleeve and the annulus between the sleeve 
and the conduit. It is further disclosed that the energy of the turbulence momentum 
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generated by the body of flowing fluid is absorbed by the fluid in the annulus through 
the flexible sleeve. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to provide to the flexible pipe of Hardy a 
perforated sleeve between the fluid flow and the carcass in order to absorb the eddies 
or momentum of the turbulent flow as suggested by Hawkins in order to provide a 
less turbulent flow there through. As to the arrangement, shape and size of the holes, 
recited in claims 5-9, it is considered an obvious choice of mechanical expedients to 
change the arrangement, shape and size of the holes since such would require routine 
still in the art to vary these recited dimensions to meet the needs of the user where 
such would only require routine experimentation to arrive at optimum values. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-4 and 9-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Herrero et al, Lequeux, Glejbol et al. c 833 and 
c 866, Bournazel et al, Perez et al., Sugier et al., Jung et al. '213, 788 and '891, Sequin 
et al., Goshima, Espinasse '992 and '278, Dupoiron 780 and '825, Kalman et al., 
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Odru and Dupoiron et al. are all pertinent to Applicant's invention in disclosing 
flexible hoses having interlocked carcasses and armouring layers. Vantellini is 
pertinent in disclosing a perforated hose within a conduit.
